Introductory Notes 

L Purpose. —The Statistical Abstract for the State of West Bengal which is published annually, is prepared 
by the State Statistical Bureau, with the co-opeiation of various Government Departments and some commercial 
organisations. It is designed to serve the purpose of a convenient reference book for quantitative summary infor¬ 
mation regarding the Socio-economic conditions of the State* 

2. Scope. —The scope of the Abstract is revised from time to time to include new statistical information as it 
becomes available. Current data for many of the series appearing in the Abstract are contained in the Monthly 
Statistical Digest prepared by this office. 

3. Source. —The names of the Departments and Organisations responsible for providing each series of statis¬ 
tics are stated at the close of each table. Some of these data were compiled by the assistants of the Bureau 
from the records of the offices concerned and are not officially confirmed. 

4* Area covered. —Except where otherwise stated all statistics relate to the State of West Bengal including 
Cooch Behar, Chandemagore and areas transferred from Bihar. 

5. Period. —Except where it is stated to the contrary all statistics are for calendar year ended 31st December. 

The tables in the Abstract contain the latest statistics that were available at the time of sending the manuscripts 
to the press, even though they had not appeared in departmental publications till then. Attempt has been made 
to present information, wherever possible, for the last ton years. 

6. Comparison of figures. —As a result of the Partition the areas of the following five districts, namely, 
24-Parganas, Nadia, Malda, Dinajpur and Jalpaiguri were affected. The statistics of these five districts, therefore, 
for periods prior to the Partition had to be suitably adjusted for the purpose of tables showing comparative data 
for current periods with those for pre-Partition periods. Similarly, the statistics of the State and of the district of 
West Dinajpur for period! before and after re-organisations of States' boundaries are not strictly comparable. West 
Dinajpur now includes an area from Purnea and the areas from Manbhum constitute a new district Purulia. 

7. Changes of basis. —Owing to changes either in the method of computation or in the area covered, the 
statistical series do not, in many cases, maintain absolute uniformity over the period to which they relate. In such 
cases, a footnote is added indicating the nature of the difference, 

8. Revisions. —Some of the figures incorporated in this Abstract are regarded by the supplying agencies as 
provisional only and may be revised subsequently. 

9. Rounding of figures^ —Wherever necessary, each figure has been rounded off to the nearest unit. For 
this reason, apparent discrepancies between the sums of the constituent items and the totals shown, may be 
observed in some tables, 

10. Symbols. —The following symbols have been used throughout the Abstract;— 

’ * =Not available, 

—=Nil or negligible (less than half unit), 

P=Provisional. 

R=Revised. 

11. Responsibility. —The contents of the Abstract are taken from a large number of sources. The State 
Statistical Bureau does not accept the responsibility for the'accuracy and limitations of the data presented in the 
book, other than those which it directly collects. 

12. Comments and suggestions. —Readers are requested to make their needs known to the Bureau and 
put forward comments and suggestions relating to improvement of the presentation of materials. Such sugges¬ 
tions are always welcome and will be carefully considered in planning future editions.

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AREA AND POPULATION 

L This section deals with the area and population of the State of West Bengal, their distribution and charac¬ 
teristics. 

2. The source of the population data is the decennial census of population, a house to house enumeration made 
once every ten years, under the Indian Census Act, The first regular census in Bengal was taken in the year 1872, 
though it Wits scheduled to be taken in 1871. Since 1881 census was taken regularly at the interval of ten years. 

3. It may bo mentioned that the present State of West Bengal has come into existence as a result of the Parti¬ 
tion of Bengal in 1947, the eastern portion being included in Pakistan. There were fourteen districts in West 
Bengal id the time of the Partition including Calcutta. On the 1st January 1950, the State of Coocii Behar was 
merged with West Bengal and was constituted as an additional district. 

4. Chandernagore, formerly a French possession, merged in the State of West Bengal on 2nd October, 1954 
and has formed a part of the district of Hooghly since then. 

5. As a result of re-organisation of States boundaries, certain territories of Bihar have been transferred to 
West Bengal on 1st November, 1956. The added areas have formed the new district of Purulia and the sub¬ 
division of Mampur in the district of West Dinajpur since then. 

6. The data shown in this section were selected chiefly from the Ninth Census which was taken between the 
9th February and the 3rd March 1951 (inclusive). A number of series over a period of time has been given to show 
the trends. 

7. The fundamental factors, such as sex and age distribution, marital status, religion and mother tongue that 
influence a multitude of events and activities of social, economic and political life, have been dealt with in some 
detail. Occupation and literacy statistics, though related to population, are presented in “Employment and 
Labour” and “Education” sections, respectively, due to their closer affinity with those subjects. 

8. In the Eighth Census Report (1941) the population was classified mainly by community and area only. 
Tables showing age and civil condition of 1941 population are based on the tabulation of two per cent, samples of 
census slips carried out by the Government of India, and those of 1951 are the estimates for the total population based 
on a ten per cent, sample results, excluding refugees plus refugee population in each class. It may bo noted 
that the sampling method for the above purposes was used for the first time in 1941 in respect of the Census. 

9. It may also be mentioned that definitions of terms like “House”, “Village”, “Town”, “City”, etc., have 
undergone some minor changes during successive censuses. These changes have not been taken into consideration 
in the preparation of the time series of this section referred to in paragraph 6 above. 

10. Figures for previous census years have been taken, wherever available, from the Census Report of 1951. 
Figures from earlier census reports were used for the other census years. The number of previous census years for 
which figures have been shown in the Census Report of 1951, is not the same for all tables. Under these circumstances, 
the figures for one census year in one table in this Abstract may not always agree with the corresponding figure in 
another table due to the different sources used. These differences are, however, small and are generally duo to later 
adjustment of figures as corrections for area. 

11. Wherever seperate figures in respect of the transferred territories are not available in any official publica¬ 
tions, those kavo been estimated on the basis of information available for the original districts from which the 
territories have been transferred. 

12. Unless stated otherwise figures shown in the tables include figures for Chandernagore and the areas 
transferred from Bihar to West Bengal.

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CLIMATE 

1. The major factors that influence the climatic condition of a country are temperature, rainfall and humidity. 
The seasonal variations of these climatic factors in West Bengal over a period of ten years are shown in this section. 

2. ( llmatologieally, the State of West Bengal has been divided into two zones. The northern zone is called 
the Sub-Himalayan West Bengal and the southern zone is called the Gangetic West Bengal. 

3. The Department of Meteorology, Government of India, collects those data from a number of stations situated 
all over the country. These are the primary sources of climatological data. In West Bengal there are at present 
seventeen meteorological stations for which daily weather reports are published. The Department of Agriculture of 
this State, however, collects rainfall data from some selected centres of each district and publishes them in the 
Calcutta < hizette. 

4. In (his section, Temperature and Humidity figures are presented for thirteen important meteorological 
stations of the State. The annual and monthly average rainfall figures for ten years are shown for each district 
separately 

5. The mean shown in different tables represents the simple arithmetic average of the period of record or of th# 
recording centres, as the case may be.

L Until 1946, the work of collection and compilation of Vital Statistics and Public Health data was done by 
the Directorate of Public Health and that of medical care by the office of the Surgeon-General Figures were published 
separately in the Annual Administration Reports of those two Directorates, Since 1947 the work of both the Direc¬ 
torates has been entrusted upon the newly-formed Directorate of Health Services. 

2. Statistics of vital events arb collected under the Bengal Birth and Death Registration Act, 1873, which made 
the registration compulsory throughout the State. The Bengal Public Health Report is one of the oldest Government 
annual reports and its publication dates back to the year 1868. 

3. The series relating to vital events given in this section cover generally a period of ten years. Events are 
shown by place of occurrence of birth and death and not by the place of residence of the father or of the deceased. 
Still-births are excluded from both birth and death statistics and are shown in a separate table. 

4. Birth and death rates are based on the mid-year population estimated on the “Natural increase method”. 
Infant mortality and maternal death rates are, however, calculated on the number of live births and the total 
number of births respectively. 

5. Statistics on morbidity are not included in this volume. These are collected for epidemic deseases only and 
are published every week by the Directorate of Health Services. 

6. The State is very poor regarding marriage statistics. Hindu marriage requires no registration. Statistics 
on Hindu marriages are, therefore, not available. This section includes only the number of Civil and Muslim marriages 
and divorces under the Mahomedan Law. 

7. Annual Statistics of medical care are limited to data on hospital and dispensary facilities and are compiled 
from the annual returns furnished by different hospitals and dispensaries of the State. These figures were published 
in the “Annual Report on the working of the hospitals and dispensaries in Bengal” till 1946, and are published 
now in the “Annual Report on the Health of the Population of West Bengal” 

8. Unless stated otherwise figures shown in the tables do not include figures for Cooch Behar, Chandernagore 
and the areas transferred from Bihar to West Bengal.

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EDUCATION. 

L Statistics on Literacy and Education have been dealt with in this section. Data on education, are, however, 
not merely limited to the educational institutions and scholars. Information regarding related subjects, such as, 
Libraries, Reading Rooms, Printing Presses, Newspapers, etc., is also included. 

2. The official report on Public Instruction in West Bengal which is published annually by the Directorate of 
Education contains data on all aspects of primary, secondary, technical and university education. Data on literacy, 
however, are not collected every year. Up till now, the decennial census of population is the only source of literacy 
statistics in this State. 

3. Institutions for general education in West Bengal are controlled by the Department of Education, 
the University of Calcutta, Jadavpur University, Visva Bharati, Board of Secondary Education, district boards, 
municipalities, district school boards and a number of religious and philanthropic societies. The control of 
medical, agricultural, technical (except engineering) and industrial education is vested in the Departments of 
Health, Agriculture and Industries, respectively. 

4. The Forms in which educational statistics are published in this State were proscribed by the Government of 
India and are used throughout the country. The forms were revised in the year 1949-50, making provisions for new 
subjects, such as, library, reading room, adult education, etc,, and have since been used for the purpose. 

5. It may be mentioned that the statistics on education are collected independent of any Act, But there is no 
lack of co-operation on the part of educational institutions in this regard. 

6. In this section, educational institutions are classified as Recognised and Unrecognised, The definitions adopted 
for the terms are given below:— 

“Recognised Institutions are those in which the course of study followed is that which is prescribed or recognised 
by the Director of Public Instruction or by a University or by a Board of Secondary and Intermediate Education 
constituted by law and which satisfy one or more of these authorities, as the ease may be, that they attain 
to a reasonable standard of efficiency. They are open to inspection and their pupils are ordinarily eligible for admission 
to public examination and tests held by the Directorate or the University or the Boards/* 

“Unrecognised Institutions are those which do not come under the above definition of Recognised Institutions.**

Agriculture and related subjects 


Tho -itali,sties relating to agriculture and related subjects have been dealt with in this section. As at present 
organised, different departments of the State Government are responsible for statistics on different subjects. Each 
of the major subjects will, therefore, be discussed below separately, 

(A) Agriculture.— 1. The Directorate of Agriculture of the Government of West Bengal collects data on 
agriculture and publishes them in different departmental reports. These are the primary sources of Agricultural 
Statistics in West Bengal. 

2. The reports on settlement operations published by the Land and Land Revenue Department also supply 
valuable, information regarding agricultural condition of the different districts. But as the year of the survey varies 
from district to district, it is not possible to present them in comparable form. 

3. In 1044-45 a complete survey of crop and acreage by plot to plot enumeration was undertaken by the 
Department of Agriculture, in Bengal. The results of the survey Ixave formed the basis of Agricultural Statistics 
in this State sinco then, 

4. The collection of reliable statistical data regarding the acreage and yield of principal crops by sample survey 
inethod was initiated in 1038. Sample survey is now regularly undertaken for jute, paddy and important Rabi crops 
every year. 

5. The agricultural year in this State commences from the 1st July and ends on the last day of June. The 
statistical series presented in this section generally cover a period of ten years. 

6. The area of the State is classified under different heads which require explanation— 

(i) Total Geographical area ; —Geographical area of the State according to Surveyor-General of India and 
village popers is shown in tho section. The area according to village papers is worked out from the Land Records 
prepared by the Directorate of Land Records where as tho area according to Surveyor-General is calculated by the 
Survey of India. Because of different mothods followed for calculation of aroas, there is some difference between 
the two sets of figures. 

{ii) Classification of Land consisting of tho folio wing :— 

(a) Area under forests. 

(/>) Area not available for cultivation. 

(f) Uncultivated land excluding current fallows. 

(d) Area under current fallows. 

(t) Net area sown. 

(а) Are i under forests :— 

Area under forests shown in the Agricultural Statistics does not agree in most cases with that given 
in the Report on the Administration of Forest Department, because (1) the administration reports relate exclusively 
to forests v.orkod by Forest Department while the tables of Agricultural Statistics include, in addition, forest areas 
administrated by District Officers, and (2) certain villages and other lands not covered by forests but worked by 
Forest Department are not treated as forests in the returns of Agricultural Statistics. 

(б) Area not available for cultivation : — 

(/) Land put to non-agricultural uses :— This stands for all lands occupied by buildings, roads and 
railways or under water, e, g., rivers and canals and other lands put to uses other than agriculture. 

(ii) Barren and unculturable land :— This covers all barren and unculturabla land like mountains, 
deserts, etc Land which cannot be brought under cultivation unless at a high cost, is classed as unculturable, 
whether such land is in isolated blocks or whitkin cultivated holdings. 

(c) Uncultivated land excluding current fallows :— 

(i) Permanent pastures and other grazing lands :— These cover all grazing lands whether they are 
permanent pastures and meadows or not. 

Village common and grazing lands within forest areas are included under this head. 

iii) Miscellaneous tree crops and groves not included in the net area sown :—Under this class is included 
all cultivable land which is not included under net area sown but is put to some agricultural use. Lands under 
casurina trees, thatching grass, bamboo bushes and other groves for fuel, etc., which are not included under 
“Orchards’* are classed under this category. 

( iii ) Culturable Waste :— These include lands available for cultivation but not taken up for cultiva¬ 
tion or abandoned after a few years for one reason or the other. Such lands may be either fallow or covered with 
shrubs and jungles which are not put to any use. They may be assessed or not assessed and may be in isolated 
blocks or within cultivated holdings. Land once cultivated but not cultivated for five years in succession is also 
included in this category. 

(ivj Other fallow land :— This includes all lands which are taken up for cultivation but are tempo¬ 
rarily out of cultivation for a period of not less than one year and not more than five years. The reasons for 
keeping such lands fallow may be one of the following :— 

(1) Poverty of cultivators, (2) Inadequate supply of water, (3) Malarial climate, (4) Silting 
of canals air 1 rivers, (5) Soil erosion, and (6) Un-remuncrative nature of farming. 

(d) Current fallows :— This class comprises cropped areas which are kept fallow during the current 
year. If any seedling area is not cropped again the same year, it is also treated as current fallow. 
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(e) Net area sown 

(i) Net area sown :— This consists of net area sown with crops and orchards, areas sown more than 
once being counted only once, 

7. Crops in West Bengal are, however, classified according to their sowing and harvesting period into three 
broad heads. These are known as (1) Bhadoi or Aus or Autumn, (2) Aghani or Aman or Winter, and (3) Rabi. 

8, The Bhadoi season commences roughly from the month of March and continues up to the month of September 
while the Aghani season begins from the middle of July and ends in the middle of February, but the Rabi season 
extends from the month of October to the month of April. The seasons are all overlapping and the periods depend 
on three factors, namely, (i) time of sowing, (2) type of crop, and (3) the local climate. 

(B) Irrigation. —-Irrigation measures in West Bengal are classified as (1) Government canals, (2) private canals, 
(3) tanks, (4) wells, and (5) other sources according to the source of water-supply. The statistics on Irrigation are 
published by the Directorate of Irrigation and Waterways in their annual Administration Report. The Department 
of Agriculture also publishes data relating to area irrigated and crop irrigated in their reports which they collect from 
the Irrigation Department. 

(C) Forests.— 1 , The transfer of Purulia to West Bengal increases the forest resources of the State. 

2. Before transfer the State forests were confined mainly to four districts, namely, 24-Parganas, Jalpaiguri, 
Darjeeling and Cooch Behar. 

3. The annual report of the Forest Administration is the only source of forest statistics in West Bengal. 

(D) Livestock.— Data relating to livestock in West Bengal are not collected every year. The only source 
of live stock statistics is the quinquennial census which is held once every five years. The first census was held in 
1912. Statistics relating to dairy and poultry products are not available in this State. 

(E) Veterinary. —-After partition of Bengal, veterinary services came under the control of the Directorate of 
Agriculture. But since 1950, a separate Directorate of Veterinary Services has been created. The annual report 
of the department contains statistics relating to veterinary aid. As the report contains only State data it is not 
possible to estimate figures for West Bengal for the pre-partition period. Figures for post-partition years only are 
presented in this section. 

(F) Fisheries. —The State is very poor regarding statistics on fisheries. An attempt has been made here to give 
an idea of the supply of fish to Calcutta and Howrah, the two principal cities of the State. 

Unless stated otherwise figures shown in the tables do not include figures for areas transferred from Bihar,

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FUEL AND POWER 

1. Data on the production and distribution of coal are collected by various official agencies and published 
periodically in different reports. The Chief Inspector of Mines, Government of India* compiles statistics relating to 
coal mines coming under the Indian Minos Act, 1923, and publishes them in his “Annual Report”. 

2. It may be stated here that the coal resources of West Bengal are confined to five districts, namely, Burdwan, 
Birbhum, Bankura, Darjeeling and Purtilia, But the coal fields in Burdwan alone produce more than 99 per cent, of 
the total output of coal in West Bengal 

3. An attempt has been made in this section to present the progress of production and distribution of coal in 
West, Bengal during the recent years together with the condition of her coal mines. 

4. The State Electricity Board collect statistics relating to the generation and distribution of electric 
energy in West Bengal. The annual roport on the Administration of the Indian Electricity Act, 1910, 
of the State Government contains data on power production and related matters of each public supply under¬ 
taking working in the State. 

5. Data on the production of electric energy and capacity of generating plants by type of prime movers and 
segregation of total kilowatt hours sold are now compiled and published by the Central Water and Power Commission, 
Government of India. 

6. West Bengal produces her electric; power by steam, oil and water-power plants. At present Darjeeling is the 
only district which utilises its water resources and produces hydro-electricity at cheaper rates. 

7. Of late, a large number of grids have started functioning. Since most of these cover more than one district, 
Electricity Board preferred to quote figures of generation, purchase and sale separately for each individual 
undertaking. 

8. It may be mentioned that the statistics of electricity in this section relate only to the public utility concerns 
and exclude railway, military, private generations and factory power stations. 

9. A list of towns and villages, where electricity is available, is included in the section. 

10. Unless stated otherwise, figures shown in tables do not include figures for areas transferred from Bihar 

to West Bengal.

Manufacturing Industries. 


1. Prior to 1946 information relating to manufacturing industries was limited to the number of large factory 
establishments, the number of persons employed and the number of accidents which occurred therein. These 
primary data were collected and compiled by the Chief Inspector of Factories of the State Government under the 
Factories Act and published annually in the Report on the Administration of Factories Act in Bengal. 

2. The Industrial Statistics Act was passed for the first time in 1942. The Act provides for an annual census 
of manufacturing industries in India covering all establishments coming within the purview of sections 2( j') and 5(i) 
of the Factories Act, 1934. The Industrial Statistics Act 1942 has since been repealed and the collection of Statis¬ 
tics Act, 1953 has been brought into force with effect from 10th November, 1956 and the C.M.I. returns are now being 
collected on voluntary basis. 

3. For the purposes of the Census the industrial establishments were classified into 63 groups. Of these only 29 
industries were brought under the operation of the Industrial Statistics Act in 1946. The scope of operation of the Act 
was not extended. Further, the scope of the Act was restricted to factories registered under section 2(j) only with 
the further restriction that it shall not apply to factories employing less than 20 workers or those which do not use 
power, although the scope of the Factories Act has since been extended to cover such factories. 

4. The forms prescribed for the census were modelled mostly on the forms used in the United Kingdom, United 
States of America and other countries where similar censuses are being conducted. Besides general information, 
the form provides for statistics on capital structure, employment, wages, consumption of fuel and raw material and 
production of goods made for sale. 

5. The census of manufacturing industries is conducted by the State Governments under the direction of the Go¬ 
vernment of India. 

6. The report of the Census of Manufactures in India published by the Government of India contains the results 
of the above census. 

7. Relevant statistics in respect of some important industries of this State are reproduced at the end of the section, 

8. Unless stated otherwise figures shown in tables do not include figures for the areas transferred from Bihar 
to West Bengal.

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Employment and Labour. 

L Beside census figures statistics on agricultural and non-agricultural employment are not available except 
those for factories, mines and plantations covered by the various Acts. The coverage of these latter statistics, however, 
is not complete on account of the fact that these exclude workers in cottage and small scale industries which do not 
come within 1 he purview of the various Acts. 

2. The occupational classification of census 1951 is totally different from the classifications of the earlier censuses. 
It divides the entire population in eight livelihood classes of which four are agricultural and the other 
four non-agricull ural. Each livelihood class is subdivided into three economic statuses, e.g., (1) self-supporting persons 
(2) non-earning dependants and (3) earning dependants. The self-supporting persons of the non-agricultural livelihood 
classes are also divided into three sub-classes as employers, employees and independant workers and are distributed 
in different industries and services. 

3. The section provides statistics of Btaff employed in the State Government offices and persons employed in 
registered factories, mines and plantations. Statistics on employment characteristics, such as, absenteeism, accidents, 
disputes, wages, etc., of the labour employed in the above industries have also been included. 

4. The subjects have their sources at various Government reports. The State Statistical Bureau, West Bengal, has 
undertaken the collection and publication of statistics of staff employed under the Government of West Bengal since 
1948. The report on staff statistics is published every year and relates to staff employed as on last day of February 
each year. Figures of employment in industrial establishments are compiled by the Chief Inspector of Factories from 
the returns submitted by the factories under the Factories Act and published annually by him in the Administration 
Report. The report gives figures by industry and by district. A new classification of industries was adopted by 
the Factories Department from the year 1950, The Chief Inspector of Mines publishes employment data for mines 
in his annual report which is the only source of such statistics. These are collected under the Indian Mines Act. 
Plantations in West Bengal are confined to tea only. Statistics of labour employed in tea-plantation are published 
by the Tea Board of India. The report contains various items of information relating to tea. 

5. Statistics on employment characteristics are collected by different Government departments under various 
Acts. In West Bengal, the Commissioner of Labour collects information in respect of strikes and lock-outs, trade 
unions, employment and wages, absenteeism, etc., of industries and establishments, while the Chief Inspector of 
Factories collects statistics of the number employed, working hours, wages and accidents of factories registered under 
the Factories Act. The data under the Workmen’s Compensation Act are collected and published by the Commis¬ 
sioner for Workmen’s Compensation in the annual report, 

6. The stat istics of industrial disputes are limited to cases which involve ten or more workers irrespective of its 
duration. The data on trade unions which are published by the Government are not complete. They relate only 
to those trade unions which are registered under the Trade Unions Act. As registration under the Act is not 
compulsory, figures for unregistered unions are not available. The absenteeism figure which is collected by the 
State Government on a voluntary basis is not complete. Information regarding industrial accidents is confined to 
accidents occurring in industrial establishments covered by the Factories Act and the Mines Act. Statistics collected 
under the Workmen’s Compensation Act relate to those accidents in which compensation has been paid. No statistics 
at present are available regarding accidents occurring in unregistered factories. 

7. Figures for employment through Employment Exchanges have been included in this section. Those are 

collected from the office of the Director of National Employment Service, West Bengal. The figures show the 
number of persons in need of employment and the rate at which they are employed through the exchanges. 

8. Unless stated otherwise figures shown in tables do not include figures for the areas transferred from 
Bihar to West- Bengal.

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Constitution and Administration 

1. The section may conveniently be divided into the following sub-sections :— 

(i) Constitution and Election* 

(ii) Administration of Justice, Police and Jails* 

(in) Working of local bodies, such as, municipalities, district and local boards and Improvement and Port 
Trusts* 

2. Statistics relating to elections are generally published after every general election. The general election 
was held for the first time in 1951 under the new Constitution of India. The broad features of the results of the election 
in West Bengal are presented in this section. 

3. Statistics relating to the Administration of Justice, Police and Prisons furnished here are based on the reports 
submitted annually to the State Government by the respective departments. 

4. The reports on the Administration of Justice are issued by the Registrar, Appellate Side, by the order of the 
High Court* Separate volumes are published for Civil and Criminal Justice. The arrnual report on the working of 
the Registration Department is published by the Inspector-General of Registration. Each of these reports has been 
designed to contain a general report and statistical tables, which give comprehensive information on the subjects* 

5. The primary sources of statistics on Police Administration are the reports on the Police Administration in 
the State, one for areas excluding Calcutta and suburbs and the other for the city of Calcutta and its suburbs. The 
former is published by the Inspector-General of Police and the latter by the Commissioner of Police, Calcutta. I he 
reports give account of various crimes committed in the areas concerned. 

6. Data on the working of local bodies are compiled from the various annual reports published by the State 
Government and the local bodies. The Government reports arc based on returns submitted by the municipalities, 
district and local boards, and are published by the Local Self-Government Department. The reports review the 
various aspects of working of the local bodies including their finances. 

7* The report on the municipal administration of Calcutta is published in two volumes by the Corporation of 
Calcutta every year. Volume I of the report deals with working of different departments of the Corporation while 
volume II deals with finances of the same. 

8. Informations relating to the working of Calcutta Improvement Trust and Port Trust are compiled from the 
reports published by the Chairman and the Commissioner respectively of those Trusts. Among various items of 
information, the reports contain statement of annual income and expenditure of the Trusts. 

9. Unless stated otherwise figures shown in tables include figures for Chandemagore and the areas 
transferred from Bihar to West Bengal.

XI—STATE FINANCE 
State Finance 

1. The primary sources of statistics relating to State Government finances are the Civil Budget estimate, 
administration reports of various Government departments and the records maintained in the office of the 
Accountant-General of the State. 

2. The Civil Budget estimate of the State Government for the ensuing financial year, April to March, is 
presented by the Minister-in-charge of^ Finance to the State Legislature in February. The estimate also contains 
budget and revised estimates of revenue and expenditure for the current year and actuals for the previous year. 
The budget estimates are prepared by the State Finance Department. 

3. The Accountant-General keeps day-to-day accounts of the expenditure and balances of different heads of 
account. 

4. Revenue —The sources of State Government revenue are quite distinct from those of the Central Government 
revenue. The items of revenue receipts are broadly classified into four heads according to the source. These are 
(1) State tax revenue, (2) revenue from other State sources, (3) share of centrally levied taxes and (4) grants-in-aid 
from the Union Government. State taxes which are collected in West Bengal are agricultural income-tax, land 
revenue, state excise duties, stamps, taxes on vehicles, entertainment tax, betting tax, electricity duty, sales tax, 
motor spirit sales tax, raw jute tax, taxes on entry of goods in local areas, registration fees, forest and receipts from 
other State sources. Besides the receipts from these taxes, the Government ot West Bengal gets a share of the net 
proceeds of jute duty, taxes on income, union excise duties, estate duty, and taxes on railway fares from the 
Union Government, 

5. Expenditure .—Expenditure on revenue accounts is grouped into five classes, namely, (1) Direct demand on 
revenue, (2) Civil administration excluding nation-building heads, (3) Nation-building heads, (4) Extraordinary char¬ 
ges and (5) Other miscellaneous heads, 

6. Direct demand on revenue includes the expenditure in collecting the various taxes, while Civil Administra¬ 
tion includes the expenditure which the State incurs for day-to-day administration. The items of expenditure shown 
under nation-building heads are (1) Education, (2) Medical, (o) Public Health, (4) Agriculture, (5) Animal Husbadry, 
(fi) Co-operation, (7) Industries, (ft) Electricity schemes, (9) Scientific Departments, (10) Irrigation, (11) Multipurpos 
river schemes and (12) Civil Works. Food and Supplies are the principal items under extraordinary charges. 

7. It may be stated that the revenue and expenditure data published in the administration reports of the 
various departments may not agree with the actual shown in the budget estimate. This is due to the tact that the 
actuals shown in the budget estimate are arrived at after making various adjustments between State Government 
and Central Government accounts but the departmental figures take no account of such adjustments. It may also 
be pointed out that revenue and expenditure statements of some Departments relate to the calendar year and not 
the financial year.

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TRANSPORT AND COMMUNICATION 

1. Statistics on Transport and Communication of the State of West Bengal are presented in this section. 

2. Roads .—In West Bengal, the Works and Buildings and Development (Roads) Departments are responsible 
for the construction and maintenance of roads under the direct control of Government. Data on Government 
roads are, therefore, not subjeofc to much error. Information on roads maintained by municipalities and local bodies 
are also available. 

3. Railways ,—Detailed statistics on Indian Railways are published by the Railway Board in their annual report. 
Other periodical Government publications also contain railway statistics. 

4. Shipping. —Director-General of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, Government of India, publishes detailed 
information on all foreign and coastal shipping for each Indian port. The shipping statistics of Calcutta Port only are 
given in this section. 

5. Posts , Telegraphs and Telephones ,—The primary source of statistics on these subjects is the annual report 
of the Posts and Telegraphs Department. The report contains statistics relating to Posts, Telegraphs and Telephones 
in detail. But only in a few cases, figures are given separately for each State. Comprehensive information on the 
activities of the department in West Bengal, therefore, could not be given. 

6. Broadcasting .—The report of Director-General of All-India Radio is the only source for data on Radio and 
Wireless. Statistics of licenses, issued and renewed, in West Bengal are included. 

7. Unless stated otherwise figures shown in tables do not include figures for the areas transferred from 
Bihar to West Bengal.

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TRADE AND COMMERCE 

1. The subjects chosen for this section may be regarded as business indicators of the State. It includes statistics 
on trade, banking and currency, insurance, joint stock companies and co-operative societies. 

2. Statistical information on the above subjects are systematically collected by different Government agencies 
and are published periodically in different reports. These reports are the primary sources. 

3. Indian trade statistics are collected by different agencies. Information on foreign and coastal trade are 
collected by the Customs authorities while those on internal and land frontier are collected by the railways and 
steamer companies. It may be mentioned that data on external trade are more complete and perfect than those 
on the internal trade. All the above statistics are published by the Director-General of Commercial Intelligence 
and Statistics, Government of India. 

4. It may be stated that the figures on foreign trade are based on declarations made by importers and exporters 
in the bills of entry and shipping bills respectively. The quantity recorded is generally the net weight, i.e,, excluding 
packing and the value is c. i. f. in the case of imports and f. o. b. in the case of exports. 

5. Tin Reserve Bank of India was established on the 1st April 1035 under the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934. 
The Bank was constituted to regulate the issue of bank notes and to operate the currency and credit system of the 
country to its advantage. The Reserve Bank has taken up the publication of banking and currency statistics of 
India since its inception. These publications contain detailed figures on Indian banking and currency. 

6. Since 1st September 1956, the Life Insurance Business in the country was taken over by the Government 
of India. Statistics on new business in the State of West Bengal since its nationalisation is includod in this section. 

7. Previously, data relating to Joint Stock Companies working indifferent States of India were published 
annually by the Director-General of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, Government of India. Since March 
1956, these are published monthly by the Company Law Administration of the Central Government in their “Blue 
Book”. The figures are based on returns submitted by the Registrars of Joint Stock Companies of various States 
and are collected under the Indian Companies Act, 1913 as amended in 1936 and 1956. 

The report gives a classified list of all companies together with their capital structures. 

8. The statistical statements relating to co-operative movement in India published every year by the Reserve 
Bank of India contain information relating to the working of the co-operative societies in this country. In West 
Bengal, the Registrar of Co-operative Societies publishes an annual report on the working of the co-operative societies 
in the State which contains detailed information regarding the operation of different types of societies working in 
different districts of the State. 

9. Unless stated otherwise figures shown in tables do not include figures for the transferred areas from 
Bihar to West Bengal.

1* This section includes price statistics and cost of living index numbers. The Agriculture Directorate 
(Marketing), Government of West Bengal, collects and publishes in the “ Calcutta Gazette ” regularly, (i) Wholesale 
prices of agricultural and animal husbandry products in Calcutta and (ii) Prices of certain specified agricultural 
commodities in different centres of West Bengal, The Director of Statistics, Food Department, also issues two 
different series of wholesale and retail prices for certain essential commodities in Calcutta and certain selected 
markets of West Bengal. 

In connection with construction of cost of living indexes the State Statistical Bureau collects retail prices 
of Food and other articles for Calcutta and 22 urban centres of the State. 

The Bengal Chamber of Commerce and Industry, Calcutta, publishes a weekly bulletin under the caption 
“Calcutta Prices Current and Money Market Report”; this report contains information about the import and export 
prices of various commodities. 

2. Since July 1951 the State Statistical Bureau, Government of West Bengal, has been preparing a wholesale 
price index for Calcutta market on the lines formerly prepared by the Department of Commercial Intelligence and 
Statistics, Government of India. This index is published once a month in the Weekly Trade Jurnal. 

The office of the Economic Adviser to the Government of India, prepares and publishes regularly in the 
Weekly Bulletin the Index Numbers of wholesale prices in India. 

3. The State Statistical Bureau, West Bengal, maintains a series of retail price indices for different food items. 
These are published in the Monthly Statistical Digest. 

4. From November 1958 the State Statistical Bureau has discontinued the series of cost of living index for 
middle and menial classes of Calcutta and Asansol. For purposes of comparison these two series might be taken to 
correspond two expenditure levels Rs. (1-100) and Rs. (101-350) of the new series with November, 1950 as base 
(conversion factors being 3-595 and 3*728 for middle and menial class families of Calcutta respectively and 3*775 
and 3 # 889 for middle and menial class families of Asansol respectively). 

5. I inless stated otherwise figures shown in tables do not include figures of Chandernagore and the areas 
transferred from Bihar to West Bengal.
